Conimunioation between tho 
two shores has thus to be carried on by 
‘boats, but. owing :to the, rapidity of the 
ourrent, this method of crossing is at all 
times attended with more or-less danger, 
About a fortnight ago, a boat was upset 
during an attempt to effect the passage, 
and six persona, who ‘were in it, were 


drowned, The passengers and the boat -
